A group of about 800 
local citizens appeared 
before the council speak- 
ing for and against the 
proposed slum clearance 
program of the _ local 
housing committee. 


The majority of the group, how- 
ever, were from A. F. of L. unions 
and very much in favor of the 
project because, as the labor lead- 
ers put it, it will put at least 1,000 
trades mechanics to work at once, 
not counting the many hundreds 
in the white collar line. 

It is the biggest piece of business 
that has hit Oakland at one time 
and needs the support of the entire 
citizenry. 

I was amazed at those in opposi- 
tion to the slum clearance pro- 
gram. However, it was not entirely 
their fault for a certain gang of 
apartment house owners, those that 
want to maintain high rents, were 
leading the opponents “up a blind 
alley.” 

These same people, some on 
WPA and now looking for better 
employment, would profit most 
from such a project, but like others 
that can be easily misled are listen- 
ing to the “big bad wolf.” 


This “bad wolf” by the way, is 
shouting about grandma, but in the 
same breath doesn’t want grandma 
to enjoy the more pleasant things 
in life, such as moving to a decent 
dwelling where hot and cold water 
flows freely, where everything is 
sanitary, where rents are _ low, 
where years of a long dream be- 
come a reality. 


Those following this “bad wolf” 
are the ones that should be op- 
posed to living in substandard 
homes. Little do they know that 
the apartment house owners and 
the few others shouting the loud- 
est are the very ones that don’t 
give a hoot about them. 


The tearing down of substandard 
homes should be encouraged every- 
where. It is for the good of the 
poor these projects are created.

Kicked Out of 
Lawyers’ Union— 

You have heard of how certain 
attorneys have tried to “brow-beat” 
trade unionists, especially when 
they have a union man on the 
stand in court. You have heard of 
them criticizing union men for pay- 
ing (what they term contribution) 
dues to a loca) union. 

But these same attorneys have 
never mentioned the fact that they 
“pay dues” to the attorneys’ union, 
commonly known as the bar asso- 
ciation. 

Recently in California 93 attor- 
reys were suspended by the asso- 
ciation. 

“The Recorder,” which is the of- 
ficial legal daily publication of San 
Francisco, under date of December 
13, 1989, sets forth an action of the 
state supreme court wherein that 
august body suspended 93 practic- 
ing attorneys from membership in 
the state bar for failure to pay 
their union dues. By so doing the 
court denied them every right and 
privilege as lawyers and prevented 
them from earning a livelihood at 
their chosen profession. 

In plain language these unfortu- 
nate 93 lawyers will have to starve 
until all accrued dues, fees and 
penalties have been paid up in full. 

A great deal has been said about 
the evils and the injustices of the 
check-off system, but for a genu- 
inely cruel and merciless method 
of collecting dues it would scarcely 
be possible to improve upon the 
steps adopted by the California 
state bar.

HALF MILLION DOLLARS. 
COLLECTED IN BACK 
WAGES BY STATE HEAD 


Collection of over one-half mil- 
lion dollars in unpaid wages in 
1939 was reported today by H. C. 
Carrasco, state labor commissioner. 
More than $530,000 was recovered 
for 14,500 workers during 1939 as 
compared with $470,000 collected 
for 12,372 workers in 1938. 


During the last year 23,874 com- 
plaints of labor law violations were 
filed, an increase of 5 per cent over 
19388 when 22,711 such complaints 
were reported to the division of la- 
bor statistics and law enforcement. 


Legal activities of the labor com- 
missioner included a 40 per cent 
increase in the criminal prosecu- 
tions, from 881 in 1938 to 1239 in 
1939; and a 32 per cent increase in 
civil suits filed from 284 to 376. 

The records for 1939 show a 
larger proportion of wage claims 
settled in favor of employes, with 
a corresponding decrease in wage 
lata dlamissed and deferred.

The following communication 
was received by the local labor 
council this week from the New 


York State Federation of Labor: 


To All Affiliated Local and 
City Central Labor Unions: 


Greetings: 


Delegates representing the inter- 
national typographical union were 
denied seats in the 1939 convention 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor. Thereafter the executive coun- 
cil of the A. F. of L. pursuant to its 
laws, suspended affiliation of the 
international typographical union. 
State and city central bodies are 
permitted to retain temporarily af- 
filiations of local typographical 
unions. 

This unfortunate situation was 
created by definite refusal of the 
international typographical union 
to pay an assessment of one cent 
per member per month levied by a 
convention of the A. F. of L. It 
presents a serious threat to the 


stability of the organized labor 
movement. It appears that the 
membership of the I. T. U. have 


regarded too lightly its menacing 
potentialities, and that the facts

On the contrary, the rec- 
ord conclusively establishes that 
the assessment was legally levied 
and continued in force by consti- 
tutional procedure at the conven- 
tions of the American Federation 
of Labor with the approval of the 
delegates representing the interna- 
tional typographical union; that 
the assessment was not levied for 


the purpose of attempting to de- | 

stroy some other organization, but | 

that the purpose was to organize | 

the unorganized and_ to thereby | 

strengthen the organized position 

of the wage earners. 

Question of Eligibility 

To Convention Seats | 
At the convention of the Amer- 


ican Federation of Labor held at 
Houston, Texas, in October of 1938, | 
a question arose as to the eligi- 
bility of the delegates representing 
the international typographical 
union. The report of the committee 
on credentials states: 

“This large organization is paid 
as to its per capita tax in full and 
up to date. Because of its laws, the 


Denver convention has not yet 
been properly before its general 
membership, and hence has not 
been paid,” 

The committee on credentials 
then read a statement submitted 
to it by the delegates representing 
the international typographical 
union from which we quote the 
following: 

“We realize that if the executive 
council had pursued a purely le- 
galistic policy, that under the con- 
stitution of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, our organization 
would have been suspended some 
months ago. We are appreciative 
of the fact that the executive coun- 
cil has preferred to follow a policy 
of equity and forebearance. * * * 
It will require several months to 
obtain a definite determination of 
the future relationship between 
the international typographical | 
union and the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. Under our laws, a 
referendum of the membership | 
must be held * * *. We are opti- 
mistic as to the approval by the 
membership of a recommendation 


American Federation of Labor be 
paid * * *. We cannot believe that 
the Amer ican Federation of Labor 
will suffer adversely by delaying 
final action for a brief period. If 
our membership refused to author- 
ize its executive officers to dis- 
charge all financial obligations to 
the American Federation of Labor, 
there can be no question as to the 
propriety of definite and final ac- 
tion by the federation officers be- 
fore another convention is held.

Unemployed Paid Low 
Weekly Benefits 

The average weekly benefit pay- 
ments in the nation during the 
first quarter of 1939 was $10.13. 

“The benefits paid in many 
states are a travesty on the prin- 
ciple of economic security,” Mr. 
Green said. “In some cases the 
weekly average benefit paid does 
not justify the costs of administra- 
tion. The American Federation of 
Labor feels that more adequate 
compensation should be provided 
by law for workers who lose the 
jobs they have to depend on for a 
living. We have therefore prepared 


these amendments and will urge 
congress to adopt them.” 
Minimum Standards 
Summarized 

A summary of the minimum 
standards to be established by the 
amendments together with ex- 
planatory notes on present condi- 
tions, follows: 

1. Benefits paid shall equal at

For Prosperous States 

For such states as are able te

be enough. A complete house-cleaning of the entire labor board setup is 
imperative. Such a house-cleaning is provided for in one of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor amendments to the national labor relations act 
now pending before congress. This amendment would abolish the pres- 
ent board, purge its entire personnel and create a new federal labor 
board of five members. : 

Even this great forward step is not sufficient to guard against a re- 
currence of labor board trouble. Congress must lay down the rules of 
the game which the new labor board must follow. We have learned the 
mistake of entrusting wide discretionary authority to quasi-judicial gov- 
ernment agencies. The inevitable consequence is abuse of discretion. 
| The American Federation of Labor has wisely provided for this con- 
|tingency. Its amendments contain specific rules for the guidance of the 
new board. These rules were designed to guarantee fair play to all liti- 
gants before the board. They were not fashioned just to protect the 
|} American Federation of Labor and the members of its affiliated unions. 
They are just as fair to CIO unions. And they guarantee equal fairness 
to employers. We cannot have favoritism in the law, because favoritism 
spells injustice. 

Thus, the American Federation of Labor amendments do not say that 
the craft unit must be chosen by the labor board as the appropriate col- 
| lective bargaining unit. Nor do they say that the industrial unit must be 
chosen by the board in every case. Instead of any arbitrary, autocratic 
rule, our amendments declare that it shall be up to the workers them- 
selves to decide in each case by majority vote who their collective bar- 
gaining representative shall be whether they want to be represented by 
a craft unit, a plant unit, an industry-wide unit or a geographical unit. 
That is the essence of democracy. It is in accordance with the spirit of 
|the act which was created to guarantee to the workers of this country 
the right of self-organization for collective bargaining. 

Contrast this amendment sponsored by the American Federation of 
Labor with the one which the CIO has announced it will seek to obtain. 
The CIO amendment would require the board to fix the industrial unit 
in every case regardless of the wishes of the workers affected. Is that 
democracy? Is it common fairness? 

Furthermore, the CIO wants a new provision in the law to provide 
jail sentences for employers found to have violated the national labor 
relations act. The American Federation of Labor is strongly opposed to 
any such idea. We believe it violates the fundamental principle behind 
the national labor relations act which seeks to establish peaceful and 
friendly relations between employes and employers. 

Instead of trying to imprison employers and thus 
jobs of workers, the American Federation of Labor has taken a step in 
the opposite direction. We want to be just as fair to employers as we 
would like them to be toward us. The amendments sponsored by the 
federation would permit employers caught in the middle of a dispute 
between rival unions to file a petition with the board asking for an elec- 
tion to determine the lawful collective bargaining representatives of his 
employes. That is only fair. 

And we have also included in the federation’s amendments a provision 
specifically permitting employers to express their opinions to employes 
if such opinions are not accompanied by intimidation, coercion or 
threats thereof. Certainly the bill of rights in the United States constitu- 
tion covers this right of free speech, but the labor board has sought to 
deny it. 

In view of the foregoing, can the fairness of 
of Labor’s amendments be challenged?

erican Federation of Labor re- 
newed its endorsement of the Wag- 
ner-Steagall bill amending the 
United States housing act by pro- 
viding ‘for an increase in the au- 
thorization of the United States 
housing authority for financing the 
construction loans for low-rent 
housing and stone clearance proj- 
ects by $800,000,000.” 

The scope of the bill was pre- 
sented to the convention by the A. 
F. of L. executive council, which 
reported that the bill passed the 
United States senate during the 
first session of the seventy-sixth 
congress and was reported favor- 
ably to the house of representa- 
tives by the house committee on 
banking and currency, but was re- 
fused consideration by the house 
during the first session. 

In acting on the statement of the 
executive council, the committee on 
building trades submitted the fol- 
lowing report, which the conven- 
tion adopted: 

“Low Rent Housing 

“Under this caption on pages 118 
and 119 of the report of the execu- 
tive council is a history of the ef- 
fort made, in keeping with the ac- 
tion of the 1938 convention of the 
American Federation of Labor, to 
secure the passage of the United 


| States housing act of 1939. 


“Your committee commends the 
action of the officers of American 
Federation of Labor, together with 


its committee on housing consist- 
ing of Vice President Bates, Vice 
President Coefield and Brother 
Colleran, president of the operative 
plasterers and cement finishers’ in- 
ternational association, upon their 
efforts, in keeping with the action 
of the 1938 convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, to secure 
the extension and continuity of the 
low rent housing and slum clear- 
ance program administered by the 
bhi States housing administra- 
tion. 


“Under the guidance of these of- 
ficers, bills for this purpose were 
reported favorably to both houses 
of congress, which because of ad- 
journment, were not given final 
consideration. These bills will be 
acted upon by congress early in 
1940 at which time we are hopeful 
of securing their final passage. 

“To this end we recommend that 
the officers continue their effort to 


secure this much desired legisla- 
tion.”

For $4,000,000 by Electrical Workers 


Cost of Each $500 Policy Issued to Members of New 
York Local Is Included in Union Dues 


Nearly 8,000 life insurance poli- 
cies totaling $4,000,000 have been 
mailed out to class “B” members 
of the International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers, Local 3, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
today by Harry Van Arsdale, Jr., 
business manager of the union. 
Each policy provides a $500 death 
benefit for the dependents of de 
ceased members. The cost of car- 
rying the new insurance is includ- 
ed in the class “B’” union dues, 
which is $2 monthly. 

The insurance is carried by the 
newly organized electrical workers’ 


Men Outnumber Women 
Pension Applicants 


An analysis of the first 1,948 
claims for federal old-age and sur- 
vivors’ insurance monthly benefit 
payments shows that they were 
filed with the social security board 
by 1,812 men and 136 women em- 
ployes in commerce and industry, 
who stated they intended to retire 
from work after January 1, 1940, 
the effective date of this govern- 
ment’s insurance program. 

In making public this analysis, 
the social security board state it 
would certify these claims, cover- 
ing the month of January, for pay- 
ment on February 1, except to 
those workers who have already re- 
ceived lump-sum payments. Deduc- 
tions for the full amount of lump- 
gum payments are required by law 
before monthly payments will com- 
mence. 

More than 178,000 workers have 
received these lump-sum payments 
since the start of the old-age in- 
surance program in 1937.

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Some Facts About Our Debt 


Mr. Lindley Shows the “Burden” Is Not 
As “Back-breaking” As Formerly 


Ernest K. Lindley is one of the few newspaper columnists 
whose comments are always worth reading. He’s a liberal, has 
written two or three books about Roosevelt, but never hesitates 
to criticize the administration when he feels it is headed in the 
wrong direction. He handles his facts with care and is almost 
invariably 100 per cent accurate. 

The other day, Mr. Lindley discussed the public debt—a 
favorite football for the propagandists. He pointed out, what 
every competent economist knows, that from the taxpayer’s 
point of view, the best way to measure the national debt is to 
determine how much it costs each year. 

The debt has passed the 42 billion mark, the highest in our 
history. The interest, that is the cost, for this fiscal year will be 
$1,050,000,000. A lot of money, Mr. Lindley agrees. 

It is the first time the cost has gone above the $1,000,000,000 
mark during this administration, but it crossed that line twice 
before in our history — once in 1920 when Carter Glass, the pres- 
ent reactionary Senator from Virginia was secretary of the 
treasury; and again in 1923, when Andrew W. Mellon, “the 
greatest secretary of the treasury since Hamilton,” was presid- 
ing over our fiscal affairs. 

“Maybe my memory is faulty,” says Mr. Lindley, “but I 
can’t recall anybody complaining about the back-breaking bur- 
den of the national debt in those years—1919 to 1923. Espe- 
cially not in 1923. There was a round of applause, I believe, 
when Mellon finally got this burden safely below $1,000,000,- 
000, the point which Roosevelt is just coming up to, after sev- 
eral years of the loudest wailing about a back-breaking burden 
which has ever been heard from a supposedly sturdy people.” 

When Glass and Mellon imposed this “back-breaking bur- 
den” on the people, our national debt was only about one-half 
what it is now. The explanation is that Glass and Mellon paid 
higher interest rates than Roosevelt. 

Mr. Hoover has had something to say about this back-break- 
ing debt, but Mr. Lindley points out that the day Mr. Hoover 
went out of office, the cost of carrying the debt was at least 1.63 
per cent of the national income —Mr. Lindley thinks it was actu- 
ally higher. In 1939, under Roosevelt, although the debt had 
greatly increased, the cost of carrying it was only 1.45 per cent 
of the national income. 

Which proves, apparently, that there is less strain on the 
backs of the taxpayers under Roosevelt than under Hoover. 

As we have suggested, these facts are all well known to 
students of the subject, but Mr. Lindley has rendered a worth- 
while service to his countrymen by presenting them in such clear 
and understandable fashion. Truth is always a potent antidote 
for propaganda.

ers are compelled to issue receipts 


to employes for taxes paid under 
the social security act. 


The new provision is contained 
in a recent amendment to the so- 
cial security act and the internal 
revenue code. The amendment 
provides that every receipt shall 
be in such form that the worker 
can keep it, and it must show: (1) 
the name of the employer; (2) the 
name of the employe; (3) the pay 
period covered by the receipt; (4) 
the total amount of wages paid the 
employe during such period, and 
(5) the amount of social security 
taxes taken out of his pay. 

Yearly Listing 

Employers are required to fur- 
nish such receipts at least once a 
year and may furnish them oftener, 
every quarter, every month, every 
pay day, as they see fit. They must 
furnish a _ receipt within two 
months after the end of the pay 
period which it covers, and, in any 
case, when the employe leaves the 
job. 

The law provides a five-dollar 
fine for each willful violation.

House Committee 
To Hear Labor 
Board Examiners 


Trial examiners, who conduct 


hearings on labor board complaints, 
were called before a house investi- 
gating committee this week to ex- 
plain phases of their judicial work 
which a committee official said ap- 
peared to be irregular. 

Aids said the committee also 
wanted to determine whether the 
éxaminers had tried to “build up 
cases” for the board. 


Chairman Smith (D., Va.) has 
disclosed that the committee would 
allow the labor board’s chief law- 
yer to present “the board’s side of 
the case” for perhaps a week. 

He said this phase of the hearing 
would be conducted by Charles 
Fahy, the board’s general counsel, 
beginning January 29. 


Editors Seek License | 
To Exploit Workers 


Senator Alexander Wiley has in- 
troduced a bill exempting from the 
wage and hour act all newspapers 
of 5,000 or less circulation. The 
law as it stands exempts only 
weekly or semi-weekly papers of 
less than 3,000 circulation. 

The editors plead poverty as an 
excuse for avoiding the very mod- 
est standards set by the wage-hour 
law.
